Principal fisheries:  Largemouth bass, white perch, yellow perch, and chain pickerel 
 
Water quality is considered very good for resident warmwater fisheries, but only poorly suited for coldwater fish. The pond 
does not thermally stratify in the summer, providing little coldwater habitat for trout. Competition and predation from 
existing populations of warmwater fish further diminish the opportunity to manage for coldwater fish. Although Poverty 
Pond is best managed for warmwater fisheries, brown trout have been stocked off and on since the late 1930’s. 
Catchable-size brook trout have also been periodically stocked to provide a put-and-take spring fishery. These stocking 
programs met with very limited success, and were suspended in the year 2000 when the Town closed off the traditional 
public boat access site. There is a need to secure permanent public boat access to this pond. 
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
